FIRST DAY 
Morning Session 

Thursday, January 28, 1937. 

With masterly grace and cultural dignity Bishop Charles Wesley Flint opened 
the thirteenth session of the South Florida Annual Conference at Ebenezer Meth¬ 
odist Episcopal Church in Orlando. The Bishop called the roll and twenty-six of 
the members were present. After several touching songs were sung the Bishop 
prayed a most fervent prayer entreating each of us to be worthy of the life 
which Jesus died to give us. Several verses of the majestic hymn, number 91, 
were sung; the Bishop asked that we orient ourselves as we come to this period of 
Holy Communion. 

The Bishop conveyed to us the impressive and striking incidents regarding 
the Lord’s Supper as given by the gospel writers. He asked us not to enter this 
sacrament carelessly or thoughtlessly, but with profound reverence. The subject 
of the Bishop’s thought-provoking and divinely inspired message was “The First 
Fellowship Meal.” The message was one that caHed for heart-searching, and all 
present felt the power of the Holy Spirit in this sermon. Two songs, “Just as I 
Am” and “Blest Be the Tie That Binds,” were sung as a part of the message. The 
Bishop consecrated the bread and wine, and was assisted in the administration by 
the district superintendents and pastor. Seventy-two communed. 

The Bishop called for the names of those who died during the year and asked 
the Conference to stand. The names read were: Rev. A. R. Rutledge, retired, and 
Mrs. L. G. McLendon. Rev. J. A. Simpson officiated as chairman of the Memorial 
Service. Fine tributes were given by Revs. N. J. Curington and A. J. Coulter, with 
closing salutations by Rev. J. A. Simpson in honor of the noble work done by our 
departed friends.

The bar of the Conference was fixed as the first five seats. Motion carried that 
the printed program be the official program with such necessary changes to har¬ 
monize with the Conference. The Bishop called for the list of Conference Boards 
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and Committees, which were read by Rev. H. W. Bartley. The list was approved. 
The character of Rev. H. W. Bartley was passed and he gave a splendid account of 
the work done during the year. The character of all Effective Elders was passed, 
and the supply pastors. Each Effective Elder of the Atlantic District made his 
report. The character of Rev. D. S. Selmore was passed and he made a good report. 
The character of the Effective Elders of the Gulf District was passed. 

Rev. J. A. Simpson mentioned as information the failure to pay five per cent 
of the pastor’s cash salary for Conference claimants. The Bishop emphasized the 
importance of this fact and stated that in the next session of the Annual Conference 
any pastor who defaulted in this requirement would adjust this claim properly as 
authorized by the General Conference. 

Two motions sustained that 12 noon be the hour of voting for Unification and 
that Brother Jesse B. Garrison be elected to Deacon’s Orders. The committee on 
Qualifications of Local Preachers is to be added to the Conference list. Rev. N. J. 
Curington authorized to represent the Advocate, Southwestern Edition. 

The Conference called for the Order of the Day, the vote for Unification. The 
vote was unanimous, twenty-six for Unification.

Afternoon Session—January 28 


With Rev. W. O. Bartley singing several inspirational songs, the Bishop called 
the Conference to order. Rev. W. P. Pickens, district superintendent of the Gaines¬ 
ville District, Florida Conference, offered prayer. Dr. D. H. Stanton, of the Ameri¬ 
can Bible Society, officially introduced the Bishop and gave us a thrilling speech 
regarding his work. 

The Bishop asked if we had a copy of the corporation papers; having none, the 
Conference was requested to have them at the next Annual Conference. The new 
ruling of the General Conference granting a two-year extension to the six-year 
period of the district superintendent, was stated by the Bishop. He then asked 
that the Conference grant him the privilege to appoint Rev. H. W. Bartley district 
superintendent on the same district. A vote was taken and the ballot showed Con- 
erence approval. Dr. R. H. Smith, of the southern division of the American Bible 
Society, gave a forceful address in which he related how Christ manifested the Father. 


Statistical Session.—All pastors reported to the various authorized stations. 
Committee on Conference Relations reported after the passing of their character 
that the retired ministers continue in the same relation, and be recommended to 
the Board of Stewards. This report was adopted and their characters passed. 

Two were present, Revs. L. G. McLendon and T. B. Habishion; both made brief 
remarks. ’

SECOND DAY 
Morning Session 

Friday, January 29, 1937. 

Rev. H. W. Bartley led the devotional service. Brief prayers were offered. 
The Bishop called for Disciplinary question twenty-nine, and asked for the report 
of Committee on Accepted Supply Pastors. S. W. Wheeler and Jerome Del Pino 
were placed in the Conference Course of Study in the first year. The Bishop read 
the names of the Accepted Supply Pastors. Report of the committee approved. 
Rev. J. A. Simpson invited our attention to the importance of the Conference Course 
of Study and that the brethren get books. The Bishop then made signal mention 
of the necessity of all pastors to work hard in the life of the community, and closed 
his advice exhorting all to study diligently. Conference adjourned until Saturday 
morning. 

United Session.—The District Superintendents reported the success of the 
Million Unit Fellowship pledges. The report of the Board of Home Missions and 
Church Extension was read by Rev. W. O. Bartley; report received and ordered to 
be printed. One hundred and fifty-four Fellowship Units were adopted for the 
Conference. The District Superintendents and Secretary were authorized to fill 
in the items of the Episcopal Funds and General Conference Expense. Motion 
sustained to continue effort to raise one dollar per member for Bethune-Cookman 
College. Motion prevailed that each district pay $25 for the expenses of the Area 
Office in connection with the Million Unit Fellowship Plan. Action approved to 
pay $25 per district for the summer school for pastors at Orangeburg. 

The question of Minimum Support of the Pastor was discussed with the final 
decision to have a committee of seven, the District Superintendents, two ministers, 
and three laymen to make study and the advisability of putting into action the plan. 
Motion sustained that all boards and committees appointed be the standing com¬ 
mittees of next year. 

Dr. W. A. C. Hughes made a brief but interesting speech. Dr. N. E. Davis 
held a symposium regarding the Million Unit Fellowship Movement. Dr. Davis 
made it very clear as to the great task of the movement and each pastor had a clearer 
vision in making this movement a high success. Mrs. Mary McLeod-Bethune 
was introduced and spoke of her work at the school and of the opportunity her 
recent appointment gave as the national director of the Negro Bureau of the National 
Youth Movement. The Bishop read a short service of thanksgiving. Announce¬ 
ments. Introduction of visitors: Rev. L. Welch, father of the St. Johns River Con¬ 
ference; William Dye, C. W. Sullivan, Mrs. G. R. Burkley, Mrs. C. H. Taylor, 
Rev. H. McNeal Harris, J. J. Brooks, and J. J. Heath, of the African Methodist 
Episcopal Church. Benediction, Dr. W. A. C. Hughes. 
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Afternoon Session—January 29 

Several songs sung. Prayer by Rev. J. A, Simpson. The Bishop read the 
Scripture lesson. 

United Session (continued).—Question No. 10, "Who have been admitted into 
Full Membership," and what could be done to improve our work was ably and 
wisely discussed by the following: Mrs. Mary McLeod-Bethune, Revs. J. A. Simp¬ 
son, H. W. Bartley, S. B. Wilson, A. J. Coulter, D. S. Sdmore, J. S. Cameron, and 
Dr. W. A. C. Hughes. 

The president of the Lay Conference submitted the list of officers: President,

The Bishop 
appointed Rev. J. A. Simpson as chairman of the remaining session, which was 
devoted to the interests of the Board of Pensions and Relief. Dr. Oaten proved 
very inspiring and informing regarding the motives to help both retired and active 
elders. He presented a voucher of $60 from the Chartered Fund. Introduction of 
visitors. Announcements. Benediction by Dr. Charles R. Oaten. 

Evening Session—January 29 

Bethune-Cookman College: Educational Night.—Rev. D. W. Demps, presid¬ 
ing. Opening selections sung by the college glee club. Prayer by Rev. A. J. Coulter. 
Scripture, the Twenty-third Psalm in unison. Congregational singing of Hymn 
No. 180. Rev. S. D. Selmore introduced Rev. H. W. Bartley, who introduced Dr. 
W. A. C. Hughes, who introduced Mrs. Mary McLeod Bethune to the vast audience. 
His tribute was uplifting and profound, tears of joy were in the eyes of many as he 
spoke. Before speaking Mrs. Bethune introduced Prof. Green, the director of the 
glee club, and several beautiful numbers, mostly Negro spirituals, were sung, to 
the delight of all present. Mrs. Bethune rose as the audience burst forth with an 
ovation which lasted several minutes. Her subject, “The Negro and Home Beauti¬ 
fication," was a masterpiece. She left no doubt in the minds of her hearers of the 
responsibilities that confront the Negro in his upward climb to gain respect of the 
majority group. Her address was appreciated and tremendously enjoyed. Dr. 
Hughes and Rev. H. W. Bartley had charge of the offering; amount raised, $100.08. 
Dr. Hughes gave $12.50, and many others gave one dollar. A number of graduates 
of the college were present and stood as the college song was sung. The Layman 
Association presented $25. Announcements and closing remarks. Benediction by 
Dr. W. A. C. Hughes. 
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THIRD DAY 
Morning Session 

Saturday, January 30, 1937. 

Devotions led by the Bishop. Rev. H. W. Bartley introduced the Bishop’s 
son, the Rev. George Y. Flint, pastor of Westhampton Beach, New York, and 
member of the New York East Conference. Rev. Flint brought the morning message 
from the book of Nehemiah, emphasizing the difficulties of the prophet in the building 
of the walls at Jerusalem. This message touched the heart of every pastor present, 
and left in each soul a determination to return to whatever charge they received 
and build a wall for God. This cogent lesson evoked the praise and admiration of 
the Conference in a rising vote of thanks, with individual praises from Revs. S. D. 
Bankston, H. W. Bartley, D. S. Selmore, and the Secretary. Supplement report, 
B. J. Franklin approved as Accepted Supply Pastor. Conference adjourned. 

United Session.—Report of the State of the Church approved. Resolution 
from the Lay Conference asking for an endowment of $5,000 for Bethune-Cookman 
College was approved. A committee from the Lay Conference to work out the 
details was appointed by the Bishop. Dr. Oaten read the report of the Committee 
of the Board of Stewards. The Bishop accepted check of $60 from the Chartered 
Fund and authorized the Treasurer of the Conference to sign same. Reports of the 
Statistician and Treasurer received and ordered to be printed. A wave of sadness 
swept over the Conference as the Bishop read a telegram stating the death of Mrs. 
Flint’s mother, and the Bishop asked to be excused to confer with Mrs. Flint; excuse 
granted. Free-will offering of $4 taken for the expenses of the Secretary. Rev. 
H. W. Bartley acted as chairman in the absence of the Bishop. Motion passed to 
send condolences to Mrs. Flint. Report of Evangelism received. Rev. N. J. Curing- 
ton represented The Christian Advocate, Southwestern Edition, and Rev. S. D. 
Bankston, the Book Concern. Goodwill talks by Revs. S. D. Bankston, W. O. 
Bartley, and D. S. Selmore. Rev. A. F. Turner, city pastor of the Methodist Epis¬ 
copal Church, South, gave his views on the matter of Unification and stated it was 
tffie only plan to manifest the real spirit of Jesus. Announcements and benediction 
by Rev. S. D. Bankston. 


Afternoon Session—January 30 

Devotion led by the Bishop. Supplement assignments were made to the Con¬ 
ference committees. He urged us to reconsecrate ourselves to the service of the 
church. He also spoke at length, stressing the importance of education and emotion, 
and closed by reading from “The Kingdom, the Power, and the Glory.” Motion 
passed that after the reading of the appointements Sunday morning the Conference 
adjourn to meet at the call of the Bishop. Benediction by the Bishop. 

Evening Session—January 30 

Preaching.—Devotions conducted by Rev. W. A. Mitchell, prayer offered by 
Rev. S. D. Bankston, Scripture lesson by Rev. G. T. Tyer. Rev. W. O. Bartley, 
the master evangelist, preached a soul-stirring sermon. Offering, $5.59. Announce¬ 
ments and benediction by Rev. W. O. Bartley. 
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FOURTH DAY 
Closing Session 

Sunday, January 31, 1937. 

The day began warm as a Florida winter day should be. The church school was 
conducted by Mrs. H. W. Bartley, superintendent, assisted by G. D. Rogers, with 
a large number present; the offering, $4. 

Love Feast conducted by Rev. L. G. McLendon and *T. B. Habishion. This 
testimonial and singing service filled each participant with spiritual joy. The Order 
of Public Worship was announced by Rev. D. S. Selmore, presiding. Music by the 
choir; Creed of Faith in unison; prayer by Rev. D. W. Demps. Chant by the choir. 
The Twenty-third Psalm by the congregation. Scripture by the Bishop from 
Philippians, fifth chapter. Rev. Selmore then introduced the Bishop. The Bishop 
announced his text, 2 Corinthians 5. 20, subject, “Ambassadors for Jesus.” We 
believe there could have been no more fitting message for a new Bishop to bring to 
the members of the Conference. Everyone was held spellbound as he told of what 
was required of the ambassador. The sheer beauty of this powerful and scholarly 
message set every heart on fire, leaving us with the concrete thought to sincerely 
represent Jesus in all our social and religious contacts.

REPORT OF THE WORLD SERVICE COUNCIL OF THE SOUTH FLORIDA 

CONFERENCE 

The Million Unit Fellowship of the Methodist Episcopal Church, as established 
by the General Conference in May, 1936, marks a very advanced step in the pro¬ 
motion of World Service in our churches. Under the leadership of the World Service 
Commission, which has made extensive plans for promotional and educational work 
throughout the church, we hope to make an advance in the spiritual and financial 
objectives of our evangelistic and benevolent work in world-wide Methodism. 

We note with pleasure a gain of $70 over the giving in 1935. The total amount 
paid this year was $1,751. The churches have made fine progress in their support 
of the benevolences and we heartily thank our district superintendents, pastors, 
and members for their loyalty and generosity. 

We recommend that all the churches accept their full responsibility in pro 
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moting the Million Unit Fellowship Movement through the use of the literature 
and programs provided by the Commission through the office of the resident Bishop, 
Charles W. Flint. 

1. We recommend that the 154 Units be accepted and apportioned to the 
churches. This will make a gain of $84 over the apportionment of 1936; a total 
of $1,848. 

2. We suggest that the Easter rally be conducted as in past years. 

3. We recommend that the Board of Education at Chicago give the sum of 
$10,700 to Bethune-Cookman College, and that additional funds be obtained by 
the representatives of the school. We congratulate Mrs. Mary McLeod Bethune 
for her successful leadership in the work of the college. 

4. We recommend that a special financial rally be held at the first formal 
chapel service in the fall. 

5. We recommend that the sum of $3,400, or $1 per member, be raised for 
Bethune-Cookman College. 

6. We request that a World Service council be organized in each local church 
and be made effective for promotional work. 

7. We recommend that 2 per cent be raised for Gammon Theological Seminary 
and paid direct to the Seminary. 

8. We urge that Lincoln Day be observed with appropriate services and offer¬ 
ings be received for Bethune-Cookman College. 

9. We heartily commend the program of the Board of Home Missions and 
Church Extension, and recommend that our churches loyally support its program. 
We urge our pastors to support the school of practical methods to be put on by the 
Board of Home Missions. 

10. We recommend the spirit and leadership of our district superintendents, 
and request the pastors and official laymen to accept their full responsibility in the 
Million Unit Fellowship Movement.
